THE ALTAR CLOTHS. 


The Altar cloths which the Church pre- 
scribes for the celebration of the Mass, 
should be three in number, and the upper 
one should hang over each side of the Altar. 
Perhaps the greatest need of the little Mis- 
sion church is Altar cloths. 

These articles are not received as often 
as the smaller pieces, due, of course, to the 
greater cost of the larger pieces. To make 
an Altar cloth from three yards of 36-inch 
jinen, take a nine inch strip off one side 
(this strip can be cut into pieces 9x14 for 
ifingertowels) put a two inch hem on both 
sides and front of the Altar cloth; turn the 
selvage edge over about one inch at the back 
and hem. / 

As the Altar in a small chapel requires 
& covering only three yards long and 
twenty-four inches wide, the difficulty of se- 
curing coverings would be remedied to « 
large extent if the ladies of the vatioud so- 
cleties would make new Altar cloths for 
{their own churches and give a cotiple of 
mused Altar cloths to the Missions. As thése 
little Altars require a covering ofly three 
yards long and twenty-four inches wide, the 
used linen should make two, or at Teast one 
upper cloth and one under cloth; the latter 


should measure two yards long and twenty 
inches wide. 


In laundering Altar cloths, they should 
be starched, ironed and folded for shipment 
to us. 

If it were possible to collect the unused 
articles from the large churches and pass 
them on to the s gling agi what a 
roe would be li from . oot 
of many a weary missionary by gra- 
cious act! If pastors and co-operate 
in this drive there should ag oe and new 
linens for the local church, and funds and 
linens—new and used—for the lonely little
